The Catifornia Voter's Choice Act is a new law passed in 2016 to modernize elections in
Catifornia by attowing counties to conduct elections under a new model that provides greater
ftexibitity and convenience for voters.

This new etection model altows voters to choose when, where, and how to cast their batlot by:

. Expanding in-person early voting options

. Atlowing voters to cast a ballot at any Vote Center within their county

Alternate Ballot Order (Senate Bill 25)
Senate Bitt 25 was approved by the Governor on September 29,201.8 requiring the County of Los

Angetes to conduct elections using an alternate battot order for three years once the voting system

is upOateO. With the imptementation of Voting Sotutions for A[t People (VSAP), our new Battot

t"tart<ing Device witt be abte to accommodate the changes in the battot. The new baltot order will
begin wittr City/t-ocat offices and measures and witi end with the President and Vice President

nominees.

Crossover Voting for No Party Preferelce Voters
lf you registered to vote ilitfrout stating a potlticat party preference, you are a No Party Preference

(N-pp) voier. For presidentiat primary etections, each potiticat party has the option to allow NPP

voters to requesi their party's presidentiat battot. The fottowing parties witt attow NPP voters to

request their party's presidentiat battot:

. Ameriqan lndependent

. Democratic

. Libertarian

Npp voters can request a crossover at any Vote Center. To request a Vote by Mait ballot, voters

can fitt out and return the apptication on the back cover of this booklet, or comptete the online

apptication at LAVote.net.

The fottowing parties do not attow NPP voters'to request their party's.presidential battot:

.'Green

. Peace and Freedom

. Republican

Npp voters can receive a party's battot by changing their party affitiation at any Vote Center

through Conditionat Voter Registration. To receive a Vote by Mait battot for one of these parties

yoir must change your party affitiation by compteting a new voter registration by Feb.ruary 18.

@ffices on the Ballot
The battot for this election inctudes both partisan and non-partisan nominating offices. Your battot

may atso inctude [ocat nonpartisan contests (County Board of Supervisors, County District Attorney,

Suferior Court Judges, Schoot or Speciat Districts, and/or City offices).
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o Information for Voters

Pa rty-Nom i nated Offices
lf you indicated a potiticat party preference when you registered to vote, you may onty vote for
party-nominated partisan offices for that particutar party in the Presidentiat Primary Etection.

The United States Presidential candidate is nominated by rnembers of his or her potiticat party
through presidentiat primary elections. However, a potiticat party may attow a voter who has
dectined to disclose a party preference (No Party Preference) to vote in that farty's primary election

Voter-Nom inated Offices
All voters,may vote for any candidate for a voter-nominated office. The "Top Two" candidates at the
Primary Etection advance to the General Etection.

rdThe fottowing voter-nominated bffices for this election are: U.S. Congressiona[, State Senator ar
State Assembly.

A Write-in candidate witt only move on to the General Etection if the candidate is one of the "Top
Two" candidates in the Primary Election.

Nonpartisan Offices
Potiticat parties are not entitted to nominate candidates for nonpartisan offices at the Primary
Election, and a candidate nominated for a nonpartisan office at ine Primary Etection is not the
official nominee of any party at the ensuing General Etection. The top two candidates at the Pripary
Etection advance to the General Election for the nonpartisan office.

A majority of .votes cast (50 percent ptus 1 vote) is required to etect a candidate for County Board
of Supervisors, Judges of Superior Court, County District Attorney, City Councit, or City Mayor. lf no
candidate receives 50% +L, a run-off witt occur.

Do you need assistance voting?
lf a voter dectares under oath that they are unable to mark a battot that voter may receive
assistance marking their baltot by two (2) persons of their setection. (E.C. L4282)

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O Voter Bill of Rights Translated Election Material

You have the fottowing rights:

1. The right to vote if you are a registered voter. You are etigibte to vote if you are:

. a U.S. citizen tiving in Catifornia

. at [east 18 years otd

. registered where you currentty live

. not currentty in state or federaI prison or on parote for, the conviction of a fetony

. not currently found mentatty incompetent to vote by a court

2. The right to vote if you are a registered voter even if your name i_s 1ot on the--list
you witt vote using a provisionat battot. Your vote witt be counted if elections officiats determine

that you are etigibte to vote.

3. The right to vote if you a-re stitl in line when the polls close. l

4. The right to cast a secret battot without anyone bothering you or tetting you how to vote

5. The right to get a new battot if you have made a mistake, if you have not already cast your

battot. You can:

Ask an elections official at a Vote Center for a new ballot,

Exchange your vote-by-mail ballot for a new one at an elections office, or at your Vote Center,

or vote-u"ing 
" 

provisionat baltot.

6. The right to get help casting your ballot from anyone you choose, except from your employer

or union representative.

Z. The right to drop off your completed vote-by-inait baltot at any Vote Center in California.

8. The right to get election materiats in a language other than English if enough peopte in your

voting precinct speak that language.

9. The right to ask questions to elections officiats about etection procedures and watch the

etection process. lf the person you ask cannot answer your questions, they must send you to the

right person for an answer. lf you are disruptive, they can stop answering you.

lort any itlegat or fraudutent election activity to an elections officiait or the

Secretary of State's office.

lf you believe you have been denied any of these rights, catt the Secretary of State's
